For a time it was feared that the city, 
stripped of its defenders, would be given 
over to anarchy and loot, but prompt 
action of volunteer guards, reinforced by 
troops, put an end to the rioting. 

‘Gen. Villa has given every guarantee 
that life and property will be safeguarded 
and thus far his promises have been car- 
ried out. 


Cut from Rest of World. 

For one week Mexico City has been. 
isolated from the outside world. Today 
communication was restored with El 
Paso, and it is possible to recount the 
‘happenings here during the last few days. 

When Gen. Lucio Blanco left early on 
“the morning of Noy. 24 few of the in- 
habitants knew of his departure. Towards 
noon heavy firing was heard in the neigh- 
boring suburbs in the vicinity of Cha- 
pultepec castle and near the edge of the 
American colony. 

Here the retreating forces of Gen. 
Blanco were deserted by their chief, They 
fought with the advance guards of the 
army of Gen. Zapata. During these en- 
gagements sixty men were killed and 
Blanco’s men retreated northward 
through Atzcapotzalco. 


‘Terror as Troops Leave. 

It then became known that Carranza 
had ordered both Obregon and Blanco 
to leave the city with all their men. The 
order also called for the disarmament 
of the police force. When this latter 
order became public fear and rage divid- 
ed the feelings of the business and resi- 
dential communities. Stores and banks 
were immediately closed. Foreigners, as 
well as Mexicans, kept close to their 
homes. 

At 5 o'clock in the evening huge mobs 
began forming in front of the national 
palace. With cries of “To the adrmy 
stores; there are no police,’ the crowds 
ran from the open plaza to the places 
designated. The leaders forced the doors 
of one of the largest establishments and 
handed out the weapons to the waiting 
throngs.- With these the rioters rushed 
down the str<ets, firing as they went. 


Call Zapata Into City: 


Prominent pertons of the capital tele-| 


phoned Zapata in the suburbs to come 
into the city without regard for the ar- 
rangements he had made with the north- 
erners. The troops responded promptly.

MUST AID PEACE 
Kalser’s Representative De- 


‘Glares America Will Have 
Voice in Ending War, 


New York, Dec. 2.—Hope for speedy 
peace between the warring powers of 
Europe and belief that the United States 
would play an important part in the 
ultimate settlement were expressed to- 
night by Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, fermer 
German secretary of state for the colo- 
nies, in an address at a dinner of the 
Economic club of New York, at which he 
was guest of honor. 

He alluded to the war as “ stupid, un- 
necessary, and uncalled for,’ amd ex- 
plained the reasons for his coming to 
this country at its outbreak. 


Advantage with Foes. 

“We felt,” he said, “ that. the cable 
of our mutual relations wes becoming 
strained; that Germany was continually 
misunderstood; that for every word we 
could get our adversaries had seventy 
or more to represent their side. 

“T have been doing my best to lessen 
that strees and to'help prepare a return 
to a rformal state of affairs and ideas, 
so that the resumptionof businees should 
find both countries in the seme friendly 
and respecting attitude that existed be- 
fore the war broke out. 

* Since there has been @ great deal of 
misrepresentation of the American atti- 
tude, even in my country, I welcome 
every word of friendly good will and en- 
couragement. 

“Peace cannot be concluded without 
the settlement of a great many ques- 
tlons the importance of which is being 
dally emphasized. We have all seen of 
how frail a construction so-called inter- 
national law is.

BREATHING SPELLS AND CONGRESS. 

Senator Kern, assuring us that “there will not 
be the enlargement of the genera] (naval and mili- 
tary) establishment that is to be demanded,” adds: 


-“ This country will understand that with the close 


of the present war in Europe even-the victor will 
vot be in condition for some time to wage war 
against the United States. We will have the 
breathing spell at least to prepare.” 

The whole history of our unpreparedness from 
the war of 1812 down to the occupation of Vera 


_ Cruz is illustrated by that remark. Congress always 


has been sure of a “ breathing spell to prepare ”"— 
and congress has spent it in breathing, not prepar- 
ing. Congress is good at breathing. 

It is a pity that a man of Senator Kern’s ability 
should allow his American reluctance to consider 
such a painful thing as war to leave him in 
such a position as his remark illustrates. But if 
this is the state of mind of the administration and 
its leaders in congress, which we are not surprised 
to find, it is time to wake them up. With Mr. 
Bryan sitting up to greet the millennium and men 
like Mr. Kern who should know better shirking 
thought and even rudimentary information, we shall 
not advance toward adequate defense, we shall not 
employ whatever “breathing spell’"’ we may have 
any better than we have the breathing spells of the 
past. 

What the press, the public, and such leaders in 
eongress as are at ail informed should insist upon 
is a thorough exposure and consideration of the 
facte of our defenses. Senator Kern’s remark em- 
phasizes the need for it, if further emphasis were 
needed.

POLICE EXPOSURES AND REFORM. 

‘Po paraphrase a famous definition, our police sys- 
tem may be described as incompetency and graft 
mitigated by exposure. : | 

The routine course of police affairs has been inter- 
rupted rudely of late and we are having an investi- 
gation by a council committee and another by the 
state's attorney, who announces in advance of the 
fact, for some reason we do not exactly grasp, ‘the 
indictment of various detectives and policemen. 
~ We have faith that at least for a while these puni- 
tive and inquisitorial measures will have a correc- 
tive influence on the system. Methods will not be 
so raw. Efficiency will be a little higher. Any im- 
provement, citisens will readily agree, is welcome, 
especially under present conditions. 

But any sign of permanent betterment, a radical 
change from the traditional system mitigated by oc- 
casional discipline, it is difficult to see. We know 
the plain clothes headquarters snap will go on while 
practical politics is more profitable to professional 
politicians than efficiency. If Mr. Hoyne carries his 
inquiry and prosecution to a successful issue there 
will be @ season of comparative innocuousness in 
that division of police affairs. But experience gives 
grounds for little hope that what has been will not 
reappear. Real police reform will await upon gen- 
eral municipal reform, which involves not .merely 
simplification of administrative machinery and con- 


centration of official responsibility but keener inter- 
est in city affairs among citizens. There are signs of 
growth in this direction, and these are the only true 
basis for optimism.

It used to be said that Americans take their 
pleasures sadly. It never was said that they 
take their pleasures from a sense of duty or 
patriotically.

Smith, Middleton, and Barrett, continu- 
ing the work on which they reported last 
summer, tell of repeatedly finding these 
same amebe in the tonsils in cases of 
ane@mia and various kinds of joint infec- 
tions. They used emetin and. ipecac; 
cleaned and treated the tonsils locally, 
and cured some very obstinate cases.

In emptying amebe out of tonsils in 
position they only had fair success. 
When it was a matter uf finding ameba 
in the crypts of the tonsils that had been 
removed they were very successful. 

The method of emptying a crypt was to 
insert a fine glass tube in the opening 
and then to draw on the crypt by means 
of a rubber bulb.

the edually sovereign Duke of 

Brunswick, can be deprived of his 

place in the English peerage for 

bearing arms against Great Britain in 

France and Belgium as commander of 
German regiments. 

The first of the two is Duke of Albany 
in the peerage of Great Britain, while the 
other is the only son and heir of the sep- 
tuagenarian Duke of Cumberland, whose 
health and mind have been shattered by 
the horrors of the international conflagra- 
tion now raging. 

Both the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and the 
Duke of Brunswick are princes of the 
blood of Engiand and in the line of suc- 
cession to the English crown.

Down to 1870 the fact of their joining 
England's foes in war would have suf- 
ficed for attainder by pariiament and 
forfeiture of their peerages. But then it 
was enacted by parliament at Westmin- 
ster that there should no longer be any 
attainder or forfeiture of peerages, not 
even on conviction of the felony of high 
treason, the so-called doctrine of “ cor- 
ruption of blood, both upward and down- 
ward,’ betng abolished as inhuman. 

Consequently, when questions were put 
in the house of commons the other day 
by H. W. Newton, Unjonjst member for 
Thanet, and by John Swift MacNeill, the 
learned member for South Donegal, as to 
whether the government proposed to pun- 
ish the two princes In question by depriv- 
ing them of their British titles, Prime 
Minister Asquith replied, rather curtly, 
that no such steps against the two dukes 
mentioned were contemplated, probable 
or even possible.

widow of 84, Frau Anna von Wasseriedn-| 
berg, who on dying three years later left | 
bim all her extensive landa, including 
the city of Krumau.

There waé no money for me to at- 
tend a boarding school, and when I 
could no longer walk the long road 
my school days ended, just when an 
echuucation was most necessary, as I could 
never earn a living at labor or any 
kind of work requiring two good legs. Be- 
cauge of lack of means (and a little would 
have produced euch great results!) my 
talents must be buried; I am prevented 
from becoming a creator, a helper. . And 
I am only one of many. Wehave in our 
own country thousands of poor boys and 
girls, vainly seeking a way to education. 
We have professors of our own secking 
employment or working for less than la- 
borers’ wages... ~« 

We have noble, self-sacrificing women 
wearing out their lives in the interest of 
the chikirem and receiving just enough 
to keep “ soul and body together.” We 
have thousands of orphans, and some 
that are equally as unfortunate. 

But we have no war to create sentiment 
for all these worthy cases. No one can 
sympathize with the Belgians more deeply 
than I. But my sympathies do not end 
there. They are universal. I sympathize, 
knowingly, with the suffering everywhere. 
I do not say do lese, but do more. Take 
care of our own first, then all the reet. 

There is enough unused wealth in our 
country to relleve every case of distress, 
and while there remains a case of distress 
unrelieved every unused dollar is a cursed 
dollar and will damn the hoarder.

City to Buy Own Bonds? 

Sweeping reforms in connection with 
special assments by which it is declared 
a saving of $400,000 a year can be made 
for the city, as well as property owners, 
were recommended in a report submitted 
at the monthly meeting of the Chicago 
real estate board yesterday. 

One of the important suggestions is 
that the city treasurer purchase the local 
improvement bonds, which, it is said 
would enable the city to secure 5 and 6 
per cent on money on which it now gets 
only from 2 to 2% per cent, thus more 
than doubling its earning capacity. 

Concerning rebates, it was asserted a 
rank injustice is being done to property 
owners in holding back 5 per cent inter- 
est reserve and charging the owner fh 
per cent intdrest on the reserve as well 
as principal.

Pot Roasted Chicken. 


T a country picnic not long ago the 

cold chicken bore a near resem- 

blance to cold fried chicken, but 

the farmer's wife who prepared it 

said that it was only old hen pot 

roasted. This is really a way of baking 

a disjointed fowl in iron kettle on the 

top of the stove and the method has vari- 
ous names. 

Chicken or fowl so prepared is some- 

times called smothered chicken or again 
braised chicken (more vegetabies are gen- 
erally used in this case, but otherwise the 
method is the same), or one Americar 
cook calls it by a French name which 
means “after the manner of the good 
wife,” in other words, chicken cooked In 
a common or every day way. A further 
study of chicken recipes would show that 
the pot roasting method has other names, 
also that other birds could be cooked by 
it. There fe an ancient rhyme, which 
some people will remember, about differ- 
ent methods of cooking the turkey, which 
ends, “for turkey braised the Lord be 
praised.” 
The Dutch oven is the best sort of an 
iron kettle in which to do this work be- 
cause it has a thick bottom, a heavy iron 
cover, and no waste space. Cooks quite 
universally use too large a kettle for pot 
roasting ‘because it is all they have, but 
@ great mass of fron at a true roasting 
heat will burn a small roast and spoil the 
vegetables which may be added.

Pot Roasted or Braised or Smothered 
Chicken—Clean and disjoint the chicken, 
Old fashioned persons never chop up a 
chicken, but dissect it with care. Sea- 
son the pieces of chicken by rolling them 
in. salt and pepper mixed with a little 


| flour. 


Prepare the kettle by frying out 
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in it a little fat pork or by putting in ita 
tablespoon of drippings or of chicken fat. 
Some people add up to half a cup of fat. 
especially when they use a number of 
different vegetables. Put in the chicken 
and fry it a bit in the fat until its sur- 
face is well seared; then add a cup of boll- 
ing water; bring to a boil;.then cover 
kettle and reduce heat tq s'mmering point 
and cook until tender. The time will de- 


hen might require an hour and a half or 
two hours. The meat is improved if it 
is basted occasionally. It is better not 
to have to add any water, but if the heat 
is too great this will be necessary. There 
should be liquid enough at the end for 
a gravy or sauce, although different 
sauces are made without it. Sometimes 
no more than a tablespoon of chopped 
onion ts added for seasoning, but more 
often a few, slices or cubes of carrot, 
onion, and sweet herbs are cooked with 
the chicken. Two cups of chicken stock in- 
stead of boiling water may be used, and 
in case the cook cannot cook over a little 
fire she must use a trivet In the kettle or 
she will burn her chicken to it.

Foot and mouth disease is character- 
ized by vesicles on the mucous mem- 
brane of the tongue and also on the skin 
between the claws of the foot. This lat- 
ter form is more particularly marked in 
the sheep and hog. In cows the udder 
contains large vesicles. 

The disease spreads with great rapid- 
ity, and while ordinarily of a benign 
character—such as the present one—it 
sometimes takes on a malignant form. 
The virus of the disease exists expecially 
in the vesicular lymph, as well as in the 
blood, the milk, the excreta, the tears, 
the nazal and vaginal discharges. Not- 
| withstanding innumerable attempts by 
scientists tn Europe es well as America 
to isolate the organism causing this dis- 
ease, it is thus far unknown. 

Dr. J. W. Vanderslice, secretary of the 
milk commiasion of the Chicago Medical 
society, told the members that this com- 
mission adises the boiling ef all milk 
during the epidemic. 

Treatment in the case of humans has 
been directed toward the general condi- 
tion, and for the lesions mild antiseptics 
have been advised. In this country, the 
United States Agricultural department 
has advocated the use of carbolic acid,
